2. Attach Stationary Shelves (D) Align the pre-drilled holes in the Stationary Shelves (D) with the pre-drilled 
holes in the brackets of Back Frame (C) and rails of Left & Right Side Frames (A, B). Secure with Phillips 
Head Screws (G) using Phillips Head Screwdriver (N). See Illustration #2. 

3. Attach Poles (E) Put the Poles (E) into the hooks of Left and Right Side Frames (A, B). See Illustration #2. 

4. Attach Angle Braces to the Left & Right Side Frames (A, B) Align the larger holes in the Angle Braces (F) 
with the pre-threaded holes on the inside of Left & Right Side Frames (A, B).
